The reply dated 1/19/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
Applicants did not properly indicate which of the newly added claims (e.g., see 1/19/2006 Response, claims 1 17-226) are 
readable upon the elected species in accordance with MPEP § 809.02(a) (e.g., see 2/28/05 Restriction, paragraph 19, "If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species"). Here, Applicants have failed to 
provide an accurate list of the claims that are readable upon the elected species. For example, Applicants falsely indicated that all 
claims are readable on the elected species (e.g., see 1/19/06 Response, paragraph 3, "New claims 1 17-226 read on the elected species 
for Subgroups 3-5). However, Applicants elected a heavy chaing, human FR3 region in subgroup 3, which does not read on the "FR1" 
region (e.g., see claims 148) or the "light" chain (e.g., see claim 164). That is, MPEP § 809.02(a) requires that Applicants provide 
"accurate" information. 

The examiner also notes that the appropriate fees must be paid to extend the time period for response.
